_passed unanimously, and con- 
firmed at a subsequent meet- 
‘ing held on the 5th inst, to 
the effect that as from 15th 
inst, and on a special rebate of 
1 per cent. fancy piece goods 
(woollen apd cotton) and white 
trrey cotton piece goods shall 
be given by all such sellers, as 
an important firm like yours, 
to aill:those buyers who are 
members of this Guild. 


It shall be noted that this. 
special rebate of 1 per cent. 
(a) shall have no concern with 
any other usual discount and/or 
incidental allowance whatever 

- on goods, (b) it shall cover all 
oods either “to arrive” or 

“spot” for which contracts are 
made on and after 15th inst., 
(c) it shall be calculated on 
the amount of cash payment 
and shall be accordingly de- 
ducted when delivery order 
and/or for retiring promissory 
note, and (d) it shall be under- 
stood as.a compulsory rebate, 
needless of further mention in 
writing or in a verbal arrange- 
ment when making contracts. 

Allow us to add that you are 
reyuested to take careful note 
of the above, in order to avoid 
future dispute in the matter 
between both parties.”

POLICE INSPECTOR'S DEATH. 


Hindu Boy To Be 
' Transported. 

“An unreasonable and perverse 
verdict,” said Chief Justice Ghose in 
the Caleutta High Court, in revars- 
ing the majority verdict of not 
guilty returned by the jury at 
Chittagong on the young Hindu who 
at the end of Inst August shot dead 
Khan Bahadur Ashanullah, the 
police inspector who had supervised 
the investigation into the raid on}, 
the Chittagong armoury in April 
last. Chief Justice Ghose made this 
remark about the jury’s Verdict 
when passing a sentence of life 
transportation, says Reuter. The 
dominant factor governing this 
sentence, was the boy’s age, which 
was 16, the Chief Justice remarked, 
although the Court admitted that it 
was taking considerable responai- 
bility {n refraining from passing the 
death penalty, : 

The police inspector, Khan Baha- 
dur Ashanullah, was shot while tak- 
ing part in rejoincinga following a 
football final. The Chittagong jury 
found the accused not guilty by a 
majority verdict of seven to two, 
but the sessions judge disagreed 
with the verdict and referred the 
case to the Calcutta High Court.

‘SUMMARY JUSTICE IN HUNGARY. 


Another man was sentenced to 
death at Vienna recently by a court 
martial under the existing martial 
law and oxecuted - two: hours later. 
Stephen Horvath, aged 26, had 
‘tilled a policeman in a Budapest 
suburb. He pleaded that he had no 
murderous intentions and that the 
death of the policemian, inflicted by 
the butt-end of his revolver, was 
accidental.‘ The sentence of death 
was given at five o'clock in the after- 
hoon, and at seven o'clock that even- 
ing Horvath ‘was hanged in the

It may be noted that under 
‘the existing system of Party 
tutelage, as has heen pointed out 
‘by Mr, Sun Fo in a recent state- 
ment, the Central Political Coun- 
cil, as the political mouthpiece of 
the C.E.C., is the highest politi- 
‘cal authority in the country dur- 
ing the recess of the Plenary 
‘Session of the C.E.C. Every 
important policy of the State 
mist be considered and decided 
upon by this Council before the 
Executive Yuan can carry it into 
effect. : 


With all three members of the | 
Standing Committee of the 
Council away from the Capital, 
Government business is practi- 
cally at a standstill. 

The Central Authorities have 
therefore decided to request Mr. 
Yu Yu-jen, President of the Con-' 
trol Yuan, to proceed to Shang- 
hai to prevail upon Mr. Wang 
Ching-wei to come to the Capi- 
tal.

“HOW FISHES 


‘SWIM 


NATURE'S SCREW - PROPELLER 
PRINCIPLE. 


Tail-Fins -As Rudder. 


——SSSSaSSSSSTESS 

- Everyone assumes that 
fishes swim by means of their 
tails. This ancient belief has 
been exploded by Mr. James 
Gray, F.R.S., the Reader in Ex- 
perimental Biology at Cam- 
bridge University. In d fascinat- 
ing paper, with «inematograph 
demonstrations, read-to the con- 
Society for Ex- 
Gray 


ference of the 
perimental Biology, Mr. 
described his investigations, 
writes a Scientific Correspon- 
dent to the Manchester Guar- 
dian, . 

Observers have often tried to 
follow the movements of swim- 
ming fishes by watching them 
carefully by eye, Under un- 
aided visual , observation fishes 
seem to owe their propulsion to 
movements of the tail, because 
the tail is seen to move most 
violently. Fishes such as the 
mackerel have noticeable — tails 
and swim swiftly, Mr. Gray 
found that if the tail-fins of a 
mackerel were removed the fish 
could, surprisingly, swim just as 
quickly; Fish sometimes lose 
their tail-fins through disease, 
and it has been noticed that such 
fish swim much better than would 
be expected, 

How then do fish propel them-|h 
selves if they do not do it by 
their tails? By ‘studying their 
movements with the assistance 
of a cinema camera the problem 
has been substantially solved, 
Fishes swim with their bodies, 
they receive’ impebus from the 
movements of ‘their bodies 

_ against the -water, and their 
tail-fins have chiefly a balancing 
end guiding -wtility. Mr. Gray 
believes the tail-fins are import- 
ant in the prevention of rolling, 

In discusying the problem of 
fish propulsion, Mr. Gray re- 
marked that engineers had in- 
vented three types of propellers 
for driving ships. One crude 

. method, consisted of squirting 
water out at.the stern, so that 
the ship went forward by reac- 
tion. There were also paddle- 
wheels and screw-propellers. The 
principles by which all these con- 
trivances worked had been em- 
ployed by nature long ago. The 
sea-squib moves by squirting 
water out, some fishes swim by 
padd¥ng with fins, but the ma- 
jority swim by the principle on 
which the screw-propeller oper- 
ates. The blade of a screw-pro- 
peller is essentially a wedge or 
inclined plane attached to an 
axle, and is nothing more than a 
convenient arrangement for ap- 
plying a wedge. The blade 
strikes the water sideways, and 
the ship is pushed forward as if 
a wedge had been driven be- 
tween it and the water. 
Nature’s Mechanism. 
Nature has not ‘succeeded in 
evolving a wheel and axle. so she 


cannot employ the particularly}. 


ingenious mechanism of - the 
screw-propeller, but she can use 
the principle of ‘the inclined 
plane in another manner. The 
method is most easily seen in 
the case of the eel,.

Mr. Gray arranged a tank: of 
water about five feet long and 
two feet broad and a few inches 
deep. The bottom was white 
and marked with squares simi- 
lar to squared paper. Then he 
took cinema films of various fish 
as they swam to and fro along 
the tank. By marking the time 
the path of any point on the 
fish’s body could be plotted after- 
wards as a curve on squared 
paper.’ The exact movements of 
the fish. fn swimming” became 
known. It appears that fish 
swim in virtue of a wave of con- 
traction of muscles on the sides 
of the body, starting from the 
head, and not the tail. The body 
begins to bend from the head 
under «a nerve-message, which 
after a short interval of time is 
followed by another nerve-mes- 
sage, causing a contraction on the 
other side. The effect is that 
the fish’s body, except at the 
bends, is always pressing the 
wuter sideways, and in virtue of 
this inclined-piane or wedge 
effect, the fish moves forward. 
Thus the -tail does not add its 
quotum to the propulsion until 
the body has operated. 

This’ mechanism cannot be ob- 
served with the eye in most 
fishes with fairly squat bodies, 
because the wave of contraction 
is not always completed in pass- 
ing- the short distance from 
head to tail, but fishes such as 
mackerel swim with their bodies 
just as much as 
jess eels, and the motion is ob- 
servable when shown by a slow- 
motion camera. 

Mr. Gray hud established this 
theory from his experimental 
study of many different kinds of 
fishes. Then he was disturbed to 
learn that there are certain sea- 
worms which swim by contrac- 
tions starting in the tail. This 
was a shock, for his theory re- 
quires the swimming movement 
to run from head to tail, Care- 
ful examination of the worms 
showed, however, that the bends 
in their bodies as they swam had 
little flaps sticking, out at right 
angles to the bend. As soon a8 
the bend moved on, the flaps lay 
down again. .Was it possible 
that these little flaps could re- 
verse the motion and enable the 
fish to go forward even if the 
contractions started in the tail? 

The mechanical problem 
seemed too complicated for ma- 
thematical solution, 80 one of 
the advanced students in the en- 
gineering department made a 
mechanical model which imitated 
‘the movements of ‘this ‘worm 
with flaps at the bends as it 
wriggled. By immersing ‘the 
model in water it was possible to 
show that the flaps did make all 
the difference. Thus the motion 
of fishes propelling themselves 
by wriggling ‘from the head 
downwards can be explained, and 
also of worms wriggling .from 
the tail headwards. This ia a, 
really triumphant conclusion. 
Mr. Gray and his collaborators 
are now engaging in a detailed 
study of the finer motions’ 
swimming and the parts played, 
thy the smaller fins.

“The world is spending. ‘on 
armaments no legs than £2,000,000 
a day we in this ‘country: £200 a 
minute.” 

These ‘impressive facts were 
quoted by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, preaching at. the 
j National Service of Prayer held 
'at St. Paul’s Cathedral ‘in pre- 
paration for the Disarmament 
Conference at Geneva, 

The '!vast ‘congregation ém- 
braced Cabinet Ministers and the 
Diplomatic Body, the Lord:Mayor 
and.a brilliant civic group, every 
grade of the Church, and nearly 
every denomination, every sec- 
and envoys 
from a great number of peace 
.| and Philanthropic serviceasocie- 
ties. 

The lesson of the Great War 
had shown, said Dr. Lang, how 
great armaments could ‘only lead 
to war. and who could doubt that 
in another iar civilisation. itself 
might perish? Ten years had 
passed, and the level of arma. 
ments remained as high as ever. 
It remained for the fateful Con: 
ference next reduclon ‘to effect a 
progressive reduction by. gen- 
era] agreement, 

Britain’s Kxample. 


“Our own country, ‘We may 
honestly say,” said the Arch- 
bishop, “sill enter the. Confer. 
ence in a: position of some mora} 
authority. She has. already 
made more substantial reductions 
than any other country.: Indeed. 
there are many who ‘think that 
she has’ already reached’. tho 
lowest point consistent with: her 
safety and obligations. _ 

“This very fact creates a dif. 
ficulty which her representa- 
tives at Geneva will have to face. 
It may not, for example, be pos 
sible for them to accept some 
general Teduction -by a fixed com- 
mon percentage. But within 
classes of armaments there are 
possibilities of reduction which 
she must be willing to offer. 

“What we ask of our represen- 
tatives — and this great assem- 
bly asks it most earnestly—ts 
that they will strain every nerve 
to bring about at least a true and 
honest beginning of general dia- 
armament, - 

Assuredly the consequences 
of failure cannot be contemplat- 
ed without dismay. .It might 
mean “the withdrawal of Ger- 
many, from.. ‘the. League; even, 
possibly, her determination to be- 
gin the increase.of-her.own arm- 
aments. It would certainly mean 
a serious blow to:the, authority of 
the League and to all its efforts 
to hold ‘the’ world together by’ a 
rule of reason and jistice.

GERMANY’S BEST FILM. 
Congress 1 Dances” 
At. Tivoli. 


MUSIC AND SPECTACLE. — 
4 “Congress Dances,” Germany's 
eagerly-awaited musical ‘spectacle, 
was received at the Tivoli Theatre, 
London, on November 80 with ap- 
plause to which “rapturous” seems 
to be the only appropriate adjec- 
tive. It is, indeed, a film of 
which it {s quite easy to become 
enraptured, 4 production with an 
insidious quality : that leads the 
spectator on, stage by stage, until 
he finds himself wholly in a realm 
of most charming fantasy. 
That effect is mainly due to the 


Black or Brown jinspiration of the music, which 


blends with movement and action 
in such a way that there are pas- 
sages in which: the entire affair 
seems to. float along on a stream 
of melody, an achievement impos- 
sible to describe, but certainly 
one that makes irresistible appeal 
to the emotions. 

The drama begins with a pre- 
tence of history, based on the pre- 
Waterloo congress at Vienna in 
1815, but history Is soon pressed 
into the service of a whimsically’ 
humorous fairy tale, based on a 
love affair between a shop girl 
and an emperor who employs a 
double, when occasion requires, 
with results that are as discon- 
certing to the shop girl as ‘they 
are to the ambassadora with whom 
the double also comes into contact. 
Fantasy reaches its height in an 
episode which shows the diplo- 
mats deserting the council cham- 
ber for the ballroom, and then 
reality sternly asserts itself with 
the return of Napoleon from Eiba, 
a dramatic moment, with a quality 
of carthquake in it as far as the 
“dancing congreas” is concerned. 

This wonderful film will certain- 
ly make history in entertainment. 
There have been, grander and more 
costly spectacles, but none which 
so transformed’ the screen into a 
“magic casement,” or wove such 
a spell of music. Two choral 
efforta in particular, “Just Once 
for All Time” and “Love, Live, 


- {and Laugh,” will assuredly cap- 


ture the public fancy. 

Lilian Harvey playa the leading 
role in the English version, as 
she did in the German edition.
